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REMARKS 



Claims 1-18 were pending when last examined. With this Response, Applicants 
cancel Claims 1-18 without prejudice or disclaimer, and add new Claims 19-30. All pending 
claims are shown in the detailed listing above. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-18 stand provisionally rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-18 of copending 
Application Serial No. 09/751,807. According to the Examiner, "Although the conflicting 
claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from each other because both 
Applications disclose recovery from failed server in a multi-client conferencing system." 

Applicants have cancelled Claims 1-18 with this Response, thereby rendering moot 
the rejection of these claims under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type double 
patenting. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC S 102 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being disclosed by Salesky et 
al. (USPN 6,343,313). 

Applicants have cancelled Claims 1-18 with this Response, thereby rendering moot 
the rejection of these claims under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e). 

New Claims 

New Claims 19-30 have been added with this Response to further define Applicants' 
invention. Applicants respectfully submit that new Claims 19-30 are fully supported by the 
Application as filed, add no new matter, and are allowable over the prior art of record.
